dy. Fortune appearing then in all 
particulars ſo ſtrong on Eſſex ſide, 
as ſhe ſeemed rather #xable, then un- 
willing to be ar out thecharge of his 
folly, who put her upon ſuch Im- 
inent errands, as the Dutch 
youth do fooles on the ſecond of 
Aprill : Through which ſhe became 
fo far tired, as ſhe was forced ac laſt
